EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—Fire- 
men and fire departments 
constantly receive their 
"lumps" from the public. Per- 
haps it's because they are so 
public—they always perform 
their jobs before the critical 
eyes of the taxpayers- 


Every town has a story about its 


fire department. The 
common 


.term for them is "foundation sav- 
ers," and there isn't a community 
that hasn't a talk about an eager- 
beaver volunteer — the guy who 
rushes to the roof and proceeds to 
Whack a hole in it. 


The citizen lire expert will ex- 


plain, caustically, that this guy's 
purpose is to (a) allow the 
•moke to get out and (b) to give 
the lire a "good draft." 
* * » 


If you've been watching closely, 


however, you have seen the trans- 
formation of the village or small- 
city fire department. It's been a 
slow process but the boys are get- 
ting better all the time. (All right 
—go on with your story!). 


We've jutt received the report 


of the Dixon lire department lor 
the year ending April 20. It re- 
veals that during last year, the 
city suffered about $16,000 in 
low* Irom fires! Moreover, the 
report shown a drop in lire loss- 
es from the previous fiscal year. 
We'll grant you that one BIG 
fire could throw the figures into 
a cocked hat. But the fact re- 
mains that there were no BIG 
fires. A pleasant bit of news. 
Fire Chief Gail Keyser reveals 


that the per capita fire loss for the 
city of Dixon last year was just 
$1,41. During the previous year it 
was S1.54. We had no idea of the 
"norm" lor such things, but it ap- 


• pear that this average is incredibly 


low. 


During the year ended April 20, 


the building loss was $9,872. Dur- 
ing the previous year it was $11,- 
462. During the past year the con- 
tents loss (furniture, etc.) was 
56,085. During. the previous year 
the loss-in that category was $6,- 
371.50. Our fire department answ- 
ered 169 emergency calls during 
1953-54. That compares to 161 dur- 
ing the previous year. 
* * * 


And here are some interesting 


figures. Local firemen, estimate 
the total value of the lire-dam- 
aged buildings in Dixon at $1,- 
918,130. About one-third of that 
value is covered by insurance. 
The estimated value of the con- 
tents of >thosc buildings Was $4,- 
105,950. Only $144,900 of that was 
covered by insurance. 


That's to give you an idea of 


the responsibility you, as taxpay- 
ers, place on your lire depart- 
ment. 
* * * 


Chief Keyser explains, modestly, 


that perhaps Dixon is seeing the 
first results of an intensified drive 
on fire prevention. His crew 
bore down hard on fire hazards, 
particularly in the business build- 
ings. If you, as a taxpayer, have 
been vigilant about eliminating 
fire hazards in your home, then 
you,can share the honors with the 
fireman. You are a good citizen, a 
pal of the firemen and a friend to 
yourself. 


Chief Kcjser adds thi* hit of 


good advice: Don't be hestitant 
about, turning in an alarm even 
if you're sure you can^handle a 


• small fire yourself.

Stevens, First Day 
Witness, Still on 
Stand in Inquiry 
WASHINGTON — (/P) — 


Sen. Mundt (R-SD) says an 
attempt soon may come to 
shorten the public probe of 
the flaming dispute between 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) and 
his aides and top military of- 
ficials. 


.Mundt. chairman of the senate 
investigations subcommittee dur- 
ing the televised inquiry, said Fri- 
day night the hour may shortly be 
at hand for efforts to narrow the 
issues that have now been pitted 
before the senators in seven days 
of under-oath hearings w i t h o u t 
f igns of let-up. 


Stevens Still There 


Secretary of the Army Stevens, 


who first.took the witness stand 
the opening day, April 22, was still 
there when the group recessed for 
the weekend Friday, although sev- 
eral others have testified for brief- 
er. ;hU«rludes., Stevens, was -listed1 
Tor'another appearance Monday. 


As Uit hearings closed Friday 


Ray H. Jenkins, special subcom- 
mittee-counsel, drew from Stevens 
an acknowledgment that when the 
army secretary was thinking of 
relieving Maj. Gen. Kirke B. Law- 
ton from command at Ft. Mon- 
mouth, N. J., he so Informed Mc- 
Carthy "to find out how Sen. Mc- 
Carthy felt about it." 


Ft. Monmouth, a radar research 


center, was then a target in Mc- 
Carthy's hunt for alleged espio- 
nage. 


Still In Command 


Stevens, under stiff questioning, 


said that McCarthy wanted Lawton 
continued in command because the 
general was "cooperating 
fully" 


with McCarthy's investigation, and 
that in fact Lawton was left in 
command at Ft. Monmouth and 
still is. 


But the secretary said he was 


"not afraid" of a McCarthy repris- 
al, if Lawton was removed, that he 
gave McCarthy the information 
on Lawton as part of his own 
policy of cooperating with the sen- 
ate probe, and that he decided to 
retain Lawton strictly "on the 
merits" of his case. 


Stevens has charged McCarthy 


and his associates with seeking 
favored army treatment for Pvt. 
G. David Schine, a former Mc- 
Carthy committee non-salaried con- 
sultant. McCarthy has 
accused 


Stevens and his aides of attempt 
ing to stop his investigation of al 
leged Communists at Ft. Mon 
mouth's radar center. Both sides 
have denied the others' charges. 


Narrow Issues 


Mundt said the inquiry group 


discussed in p. closed session Fri 
day the possibility that opposing 
counsel could get together to nar 
row some of the issues in dispute. 


Asked about the possibility of 


some compromise, McCarthy said 
before he left for weekend speak 
ing engagements in Wisconsin that 
"off hand, I wouldn't know of any 
way it could be done." Army coun- 
sel was unavailable for comment. 


McCarthy was.also asked about 


reports that he might try to end 
the inquiry by claiming that the 
army had failed 
to prove its 


charges and then walking out. 


The Wisconsin senator is the 


subcommittee's regular chairman, 
but .has stepped off the group for 
purposes of the inquiry. However, 
both his side and the army's have 
the. right to question witnesses.

Elwin L. Bunnell, 32, former 
Dixon resident, was reported 
conscious but in critical con- 
dition here last night follow- 
ing a gun battle with a 30- 
year-old unemployed aircraft 
worker who shot his estrang- 
ed wife and then held off po- 
lice for 20 minutes before tear 
gas forced him to surrender. 


Bunnell is the son of the late 


Elwin and Lydia Bunnell, Dixon, 
who were killed In an automobile 
accident about 12 years ago in 
Knoxvllle. Tcnn. He Is also the 
brother of Mrs. James Pankhurst, 
Rt. 1, Amboy, and a nephew of 
William J. Rose, Dixon. He has 
another sister in Reno, Nev. 


Bunnell, an FBI marshal, an- 


swered a distress call from the 
woman. As he entered the. yard of 
Ihc duplex house, Burincll was shot 
In the lower abdomen by Barney 
A. Dennis, who was armed with a 
shotgun: 


Bunnell was taken to a hospital 


where doctors removed shotgun 
pellets from his body. It is re- 
ported that doctors have hopes for 
his survival if the pellets did no1 
cause blood poisoning. 


Five other persons were woundct 


by Dennis. His wife, Marion, 24 
is also in critical condition. 


Police said Dennis would not ad 


mil the shootings or give a motive 


Bunnell, a graduate of Dixon 


high school, left Dixon for World 
War II service. Following his dis 
•charge, he joined the San Diego 
police department in the finger 
print division. Two years ago, he 
was appointed a marshal for the 
FBI.

Clue This Morning; 
Man Dead 10 Days

Ogle County Sheriff James 
White .reported -.today he has 
'a good lead" in his investi- 
jation to determine the iden- 
;it'y of an unidentified man 
whose body was found in a 
shallow grave in a ditch along 
Rt. 51 in Ogle county/ 


White said he received a phone 


call this morning from Howard 
Cohn, Monroe. Wis., who said the 
description; might fit that of a 
former employe of Cohn's, Don 
Tarbell. 


An autopsy Friday revealed the 


unidentified man had three fingers 
amputated from his right hand and 
had burn scars on his right shoul- 
der. 


Lost Finger* 


Cohn said Tarbell, who was em- 


ployed to do saw-mill work about 
three years ago, lost three fingers 
in an accident, with a saw while 
working for Cohn. Cohn also said 
Tarbell had suffered'a burn on his 
shoulder when tractor fuel spilled 
on him and ignited. Tarbell re- 
ceived the burn before working for 
Cohn. 


Cohn said Tarbcll was about 29 


or 30 years of age, and was about 
five feet ten Inches tall. Authori- 
ties said Uie unidentified man was 
about 30 to 35 years of age and five 
feet ten inches or six feet tall. 


Tarbcll was reported to hav« 


worked in UuTRochclle and DeKalb 
areas. 
, 


Tarbell's original home was re- 


portedly in one of the southeastern 
states, possibly Virginia. 


White said Cohn thought Tarbell 


had a tattoo on his arm. but could 
not describe It. The sheriff said 
efforts were being made to contact 
a girl friend of Tarbell's in Monroa 
to see whether she could give more 
Information about the tattoo. Th« 
body had a tattoo on the left fore- 
arm, showing a bird with wings 
extended and the word "Hattie." 


To Check Print* 


Tarbell's fingerprints had been 


takenMjy Monroe police, and White 
said he will secure the prints to 
check with prints taken from th« 
body. 


Thomas E. Colcman and Jesse 


Littcrly of the state bureau of 
criminal 
investigation 
were 
in 


Oregon Friday afternoon to take , 
the fingerprints. They returned to 
Springfield Friday night. White 
said the comparison of the two 
sets of fingerprints would be made 
in Springfield. 


The state agents also will seek 


to gain information from a letter 
found with the body. It appeared 
to have been sent from Chicago to 
Indiana, and began "Dear Dad." 
'Dr. A. R. K. Matthews, Rock- 
ford pathologist, who performed 
the autopsy Friday afternoon, said 
the man apparently died of a 
broken neck about seven to ten 
days ago. 


Authorities Friday had express- 


ed the belief the man had been 
buried several months. 


Speculate on Death 


Authorities speculated on at least 


two possibilities concerning the 
cause of death. They said the brok- 
en neck indicates a strong possi- 
bility of murder, but that the man 
might have been a hit-and-run vic- 
tim buried by someone who be- 
came frightened. 


Still another possibility was that 


the man might have been struck 
by a vehicle, thrown into the ditch 
and partially covered by eroded 
soil. However, it was reported that 
roots of shrubs under the body ap- 
peared to have been cut, indicated 
that a shallow grave had been dug. 


Discovery of the body touched 


off a flood of telephone calls to 
Sheriff White's office concerning 
missing persons in surrounding 
areas. However, White said the call 
concerning Tarbell seemed the 
most likely possibility. 


The body was discovered early 


Friday by an Indiana truck driver, 
Charles Jones. 28, Indianapolis, 
who had parked his rig along .the

ST. LOUIS W>—Dr. Edward M 


Brooks, weathercast meteorologis 
at St. Louis Univeisity. says the 
odds are three out of five tha 
Missouri and Illinois can expect a 
hot, dry summer. 


Dr. Brooks based his statistics 


forecast on a study of weathei 
data for the past 61 years. During 
this period there have been 1C 
drought years and 48 non-drought 
years. 


He traced weather patterns of 


April dunng this time and found 
eight patterns which coincide with 
this month's weather scheme. 


Taking these eight patterns. Dr. 


Brooks said 
three occunng in 


drought years actually constituted 
38 per cent of the April patterns 
that were drought years. 


"H o w e v e r," he said, "this 


doesn't prove that the summer \vill 
be a dry one." 


Dr. 
Brooks said 
lamfall 
de- 


pends upon the moislure of the 
ground "and since the giound be 
comes drier as rainfall declines. 
as it has been doing, the possibili- 
ty of ram becomes less." 


High temperatures, he said, ai'e 


caused by the earth's dryncss, 
since dryness nnd heat "go hand 
in hand." He concluded: 


"The persistence of the weather 


pattern'over the past two summers 
(the record heat and below normal 
rainfall) plus the mild winter last 
year makes it look as if a hot, dry 
summer is ahead."

If you want to modernize your 


home, figure on preparation for the 
job taking up most of the time you 
spend on it. 


This is a tip from John A. (Jack) 


Carlton who, after renovating an 
eight-room house, has plenty of 
practical tips to pass on to all of us. 


"Figure on about two weeks of 


your spare time for e.very average 
room," Carlton says. 


"That is what it takes when you 


include 
scraping 
and 
finishing 


floors, 
patching and smoothing 


plaster, finishing the ceiling and 
papering or painting walls. 


"When it comes to a kitchen or 


a bathroom renovation, more time 
is required, depending on how much 
of a project you plan.U 


For the modernization of one 


room — say a typical bedroom 
Carlton found that 10 to 12 hours 
should be allowed for the sanding 
and finishing of the floor alone. 


"It is very much worth while to 


rent a sanding machine. This will 
do the complete floor except for 
the comers, which you can finish 
by hand. You can figure on needing 
the machine for one day for each 
room. The rental of the machine 
may run about $10 per room. But 
you will find, if you get estimates, 
that the scraping price runs about 
$30 to $35 per room per man." 
• » * 


However, the floor is the last 


thing you tackle in redoing a room. 
Carlton's first job* was to patch and 
repair plaster cracks. 


"A beer-can opener comes in 


handy for fixing plaster cracks," 
he says. "It cuts right into them 
and opens them up to hold your 
patching plaster. But don't be sat- 
isfied with a V cut. Try to make 
the cut wider inside than it Js on 
the surface. 
, 


"This will lock the plaster into 


the crack and is important because 
patching plaster always shrinks a 
little. Also work fast with patching 
plaster. Don't moisten any more 
than you can use immediately. It 
hardens fast and, once Hard, it 
cannot be softened again. 


"After all plaster 'has been re- 


paired, sand it carefully to get it 
absolutely smooth. Any bulges will 
be magnified after you paint over 
them. 


"For an undercoat, I prefer a 


primer of the same paint I plan to 
use for the finish coat, rather than 
shellac or varnish. If you merely 
prime the places you have fixed 
with spackle, those places will ap- 
pear shiny under your finish paint." 
* • * 


The celing comes first in rede- 


corating a room. If you start with 
the ceiling and work down, you'll 
avoid spoiling work you already 
have finished. 


Carlton says one thing he learned 


about ceilings was that once he 
started to paint, he always had to 
finish the whole ceiling. 


"If you go back to try to touch 


up a spot," he says, "that spot will 
just keep getting bigger until you 
have to do the whole ceiling over 
again to get it even." 


After the ceiling is finished, you 


can tackle the woodwork. Old paint 
should be sanded down for two rea- 
sons — 1. to remove %excess paint 
and to smooth the surface, and 2.

"The easiest way to paper your 


walls," Carlton says, "is to take 
full dimensions, with dimensions 
for windows and doors, to your 
wallpaper dealer. He will sell you 
the right amount of paper and trim 
it for you if you ask him to. Then 
cut one strip at a time. This will 
save you a lot of waste in match- 
ing the pattern." 


Carlton 
used 
six-inch planks 


placed side by side across a couple 
of old tables tor his wallpaperwork- 
ing surface. He covered the planks 
with old newspapers. After 
he 


blushed the wallpaper paste on one 
strip, he could throw away the* ok 
newspapers on which the paste has 
overlapped and start with fresh 
newspapers. 


As each strip was hung on the 


wall, he brushed it flat with a soft 
brush and rolled the edges down 
tight with the wallpaper roller he 
got from his wallpaper store. 


"Don't try to butt the edges of a 


strip of wallpaper exactly to the ad- 
joining strip," Carlton advises. "It 
is better to overlap the edges by 
about l/16th of an inch. In this 
way the paper will turn out to be 
butted neatly when it is dry. be- 
cause wallpaper always shrink 
that much in.drying. If you butt 
the edges while the paper is wet, 
you'll notice cracks between the 
strips after, the paper dries and 
shrinks." 


"If you plan to paint a room, in- 


stead of papering, it is wise to plan 
always on using two coats of paint 
for best results. 


"The 
better 
preparation you 


make for a paint job," says Carl- 
ton, "the belter the job will turn 
out."

"But you have to figure on a few 


extras," Carllon explains, "some 
of which you'll use in other rooms, 
such as paint brushes, paint roller 
and roller pan, wood filler, patch 
ing plaster, and so on." 
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PAINT, TOO, is applied in 
semi-circular strokes and best 
results with deep tones are 
obtained if wallboard is-first 
sealed and dry.

Storm Warnings Give 
Time for Precautions 


HURRICANE or storm warnings 


usually give you time to take em- 
ergency precautions. 


Here are things you can do to 


prevent or minimize storm dam- 
age. This list was worked out by 
engineers of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters: 


1. Loose material and movable 


objects, such as boards, garbage 
cans, porch and outdoor furniture, 
should be put where there is no 
danger of their being lifted and 
blown 
against 
your 
house 
or 


through a window. 


2. Movable awnings should be 


raised and securely tied back, or 
removed entirely. 


3. Shutters should be firmly at- 


tached as quickly as possible. De- 
lay may mean that it will be im- 
possible to get them in proper pos- 
ition, with the result that they may 
cause further damage. 


•J. Garage doors and other large 


doors should be braced against 
movement either in or out. 


5. If possible, stay in rooms on 


the leeward side of the house- 
that is, on the side opposite that 
against which the wind is blowing. 


6. Keep a door or window open 


on the leeward side. If windows 
or walls are broken on the wind- 
ward side, open more leeward 
.doors or windows. This wfll help 
keep internal air pressure from 
building up and will lessen the 
chance of damage to leeward walls 
and windows, or the hazard of the 
•roof being lifted. 
, 


7. If your house is divided up, 


by interior partitions, keep parti- 
tion doors closed to reduce the 
"suction of air currents on the lee- 
ward side of the house. 


8. If you live on low ground 


near a waterfront or beach which 
might be inundated by high water, 
go immediately to safer -buildings 
on higher ground.

Preparing Wallboard 
For Neat Decoration 


Wall or ceiling: irregularities are 


never so noticeable as they arc 
after you have gone to consider- 
able expense and trouble to'rede- 
corate. It seems that a nice new 
paint job, or carefully hung wall- 
paper accent the blemishes in the 
underwall. 


This is true of old cracks and 


patches in plaster as well as with 
carelessly joined and nailed wall- 
board. 


Because of the widespread use 


of gypsum wallboard, which is vir- 
tually prefabricated 
plaster in- 


stalled in large panels, decorating 
problems are increasingly com- 
mon in connection with this so- 
called dry-wall construction. 


When the points between wall- 


board panels and the nailhead de- 
pressions are properly treated, this 
type of wall takes any type of de- 
coration. The result is a smooth 
monolithic expanse. 


But a good gypsum wallboard in- 


terior depends on a number of fac- 
tors, not the' least of which is pro- 
per preparation. 


» • • 


If the wall Is properly primed or 


sealed, decoration pitfalls such as 
streaking or "fogging" and peel- 
ing or cracking of the finish coat 
can be avoided. 


Here are some of the basic ele- 


ments in a good dry-wall job: 


1. Framing members must be 


straight and in alignment. They 
should be properly spaced (usual- 
ly 16 inches on centers) and leveled 
in a good, workman-like manner. 


2. The wallboard must be ap- 


plied according to recommended 
practices. For example, nil Joints 
should be loosely butted, with ver- 
tical joints staggered. 


3. All joints should be concealed 


through the application of perfor-. 
nted tape and special finishing ce- 
ment, in accordance with each ma- 
nufacturer's instructions. (This fin- 
ishing cement is a special adhesive, 
not to be confused with Portland 
cement). 


4. All railheads must be con- 


cealed. After they are dimpled with 
the last blow of the hammer, the 
depressions also are smoothed over 
with the'special finishing cement. 


5. Finally all surface irregulari- 


ties are lightly sanded. 
' 


To get a uniform surface, the en- 


tire wall and/or ceiling is now 
primed or sealed. Makers of cer- 
tain latex or rubber base paints 
say no sizing is required with these 
paints. But where sizing is called 
for. Just any primer or sealer will 
not fill the bill. 


* • • 


Glue size is rated as definitely 


unsatisfactory. Although glue size 
has been used for fast, inexpensive 
jobs, peeling of the finish coat has 
been almost inevitable. The glue 
is brittle, also soluble in water. 


The Gypsum Association also ad- 


vises avoidance of shellac, which is 
considered too brittle. Shellac sub- 
stitutes have proved even worse. 


The best primers or sealers for 


gypsum wallboard which has been 
treated with the special finishing 
cements are listed as good grades 
of pigmented varnish primers, or 
lime-locking cold water primers. 
These are recommended for use 
under an oil paint, casein paint, 
lacquer, enamel or resin-emulsion 
paints. 


The pigment of these sealers per- 


forms two important functions. It 
pro\«ides myriads of "teeth" as- 
suring a more uniform anplication 
of the finish coats, while ft reveals 
any "holidays" or voids which 
should be touched up before finish- 
ing.

Taf l?s Mark Will Endure in the 


Annals of History 


Looking back less than a year after the death of Sen. 


Robert A. Taft, no one can say with any sort of finality 
where history will eventually place him. Yet it seems un- 
likely that he will be found of lesser stature than such other 
great lawmakers as Henry Clay, Daniel Webster and John C. 
Calhoun. 


What has stirred fresh thoughts on Taft's role in his- 


tory is the publication of a book called "The Taft Story," 
by William S. White, a leading Washington correspondent 
of the New York Times. White has produced not a biog- 
raphy but a political profile. It is discerning, reflective, 
subtle, compassionate. 
It seeks pointedly to appraise the 


senator's significance for his times. 
• 
• 
• 


White sees that significance as large. A few who have 


sought to measure the book tend to disagree. One historian, 
for example, said that he felt the passage of time would di- 
minish Taft's stature. He stressed the fact that, except for 
the Taft-Hartley Act, the senator's name is attached to no 
important legislation. 


This would seem a trivial and almost wholly irrelevant 


yardstick. 
Lawmakers are not baseball pitchers, to bo 


judged by their won-and-lost record. Far more to the point 
is the power and influence a senator may exert over the gen- 
eral course of legislation. 


Gauged this way, Senator Taft was one of the most 


powerful men ever to establish himself on Capitol Hill. Even 
through many years of the long Republican twilight while 
Democrats were reigning at both ends of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, the Ohioan's was the strongest single voice heard in 
the legislative halls. 
• 
• 
• 


A small part of this power came to Taft because he was 


the bearer of a famous name. Much more came to him be- 
cause he was the embodiment of great political forces, a 
symbol of order and stability to all who saw chaos in the 
trend of events. 


Yet, fundamentally, he earned his position of power 


through tireless devotion to the substance and forms of law- 
making. As White suggests, he was virtually born to the 
senate. He made himself a legislative authority. He gained 
a reputation for honesty and integrity. With these things 
came high respect. With respect came dependence of others 
upon him, and with dependence came power. 


True enough, Taft's name adorned very little legislation. 


But his imprint was on practically everything important the 
senate did in his last 10 years of life. And the knowledge 
that it would be was a fact always to be reckoned with, by 
the whole congress and the White House itself. 


• Unless the measure of a man's influence and significance 
alters radically in the next few decades, Taft's big mark on 
his own time will not easily fade.

There's No Simple Answer to 
Overactive Adrenal Glands

overaclivc'ndicnal glands. This is 
a difficult question to answer. 


The tiny glands known as the 


adrenals he on the upper ends of 
each of the kidneys. Much will bo 
heard of these glands in the nc.xt 
few years even though they weigh 
only a fi action of an ounce. 


Each gland is made up of two 


principal paits, one culled the 
medulla and (he other the cortex. 
Both of these exeit a vital influ- 
ence on the body tlnotigh the se- 
cretions which they manufacture 
and empty into the blood stream. 
* * * 


THE ADRENAL, gland also has 


close connections with other hor- 
mone-producing glands throughout 
the body. 


The adrenal medulla manufac- 


tuies a substance which is com- 
monly.known as epinephrinc or ad- 
renalin. This hormone undoubted- 
ly acts on the muscles which sur- 
round the blood vessels and thus 
has much to do with maintaining 
blood piessnire, It has nn effect on 
the use of starches In the body. 


ADRENALIN is pouicd into the 


system whenever a pcison be- 
coiaes excited or angry, and it has 
a grcit deal to do with the flush- 
ing or paleness which affects so 
many people when they get emo- 
tionally disturbed.

known. At least one of these is 
useful in tho treatment of Acldi- 
son's disease, a condition which is 
canned by destruction of the ad- 
renal gland by tuberculosis or 
some other condition and which 
results in low blood pressuic, pig- 
mentation of the skin and a num- 
ber of other sciious signs.

At the present time it is 
safe to sny that the adrenal glands, 
their functions and the hormones 
which they secrete are being given 
more intensive study than any oth- 
er part of the human body of 
equal size with the possible cxcep- 
tlon of the pituitary, another tiny 
hormone-producing gland.

May 2-8 is National Home Demonstration week throughout our 


nation. It's a good time for a nation to pause and seriously ponder how 
much the home demonstration program has helped millions of women; 
particularly in rural area. It has helped th$m lead richer, fuller lives 
and gone far to provide a good boost to our whole standard of living.* , 


The germ of home demonstration work has been with us only since 


1913. At that time the secretary of agriculture wrote 
to a number of rural wives asking them how the de- 
partment of agriculture could best serve them. Back 
came the answers—all expressing the same prob- 
lems: isolation, lack of'social and educational op- 
portunities and loneliness. Help us, they said, to or- 
ganize get-together clubs of information and cooper- 
ation. 


Shortly thereafter, in 1914, the Smith-Lever act 


became a law and with it came the establishment 
of the extension service and the home demonstration 
program with which the land grant colleges, the 
U. S. department of agriculture, and local county groups cooperate. 


Soon rural women began gathering together and, wKh "the.help of 


a trained home economist, discussed their problems and planned a pro- 
gram to meet their needs. This type of thing continues on today. 


The program has grown so that today 3700 county home demonstra- 


tion agents (home advisers in Illinois) and specialists cooperate to bring 
every phase of homemakmg to 3 million women in 62,000 communities 
•cross our land. Home demonstration clubs in Illinois are called Home 
Bureau units.

Don't Overload Your Washer 
Too heavy a load in your washer 


makes it hard to get clothes clean 
because it prevents the clothes and 
water from moving freely. You al- 
so run the risk of damaging the 
motor. 


Putting the right load in your 


washer is very important, whether 
your machine is automatic or not. 
To determine a full load, first look 
In your instruction book for the 
capacity of your machine. Ca- 
pacity means 
the 
number of 


pounds that can be washed at one 
time. If you do not have a scale, 
you can estimate the pounds by 
knowing the weight of some com 
monly W a s h e d garments and 
household items. 


For instance, one single sheet 


weighs about a pound, while a 
double sheet weighs from 1% to 2 
pounds. Three pillow cases or bath 
towels weigh about a pound, as do 
four hand towels or eight wash 
cloths. Four T-shirts or eight un- 
dershirts weigh about one-half 
pound. Two men's shirts or four 
housedresses weigh approximately 
one pound. A pair of overalls weigh 
from 2Y2 to 3 pounds. 


When you load your machine al- 


ternate large items with smaller 
Items, putting no moie than two 
large ones (such as sheets or table- 
cloths) into your washer at one 
time. A* typical eight-pound load 
might consist of two double sheets, 
two pillow cases, four bath towels, 
four wash cloths, four T-shirts and 
two men's shirts. 


Play Equipment 


All children have three impor- 


tant needs' that can be met by 
proper play equipment. They will 
enjoy the things that meet one or 
more of these needs, helping them 
learn and develop. 


First of all, children needXo 


have vigorous physical activity. 
Toys or equipment that encourage 
climbing, swinging, pushing, pull- 
ing, jumping or running will serve 
this purpose well.

spools and pipe cleaners. 


Lastly, children need play mate- 


rials that encourage artistic cre- 
ativity. Raw materials that invite 
molding, building or painting. Any- 
thing that gives them a chance to 
express their ideas in a finished 
product they can call their own. It 
gives practice, too, in coordinating 
fingers, hands and arms with eyes.

The speaker explained in detail 
how these four component parts 
of good safety could be met by 
Washington school, and he urged 
that the PTA establish a safety 
committee. He suggested that the 
objectives of this committee should 
be to determine needs and develop 
programs that will protect the chil- 
dren and adults of our community. 
This can be done most effectively 
if home and school join hands to 
institute and carry out safety 
measures for the entire communi- 
ty- 


"An ounce of precaution is worth 


a pound of cure," said Flannigan, 
and he added that sporadic safety 
campaigns are not sufficient, only 
concentration on a day to day pre- 
vention of accidents.

Quietly; Moscow Parades 


LONDON If) — Europe celebrat- 


ed May Day today in a holiday 
mood, with pleas for peace com 
ing from both sides of the Iron 
Curtain. 


The biggest demonstration was 


in Moscow's Red Square, where 
Soviet Defense Minister Marshal 
Nikolai Bulganin told a crowd: 


"In foreign policy it is the glori- 


ous task of our government not to 
permit a new war and to keep up 
normal relations between all coun- 
tries." 
/ 


In Western Europe, Communists 


and Socialists held separate ralllc 
to observe the traditional interna- 
tional workers' holiday. 


May Day passed practically un- 


noticed in Britain, but it was a 
full holiday in West 
Germany 


Italy, Norway and several other 
countries. 


The Moscow celebration had a 


military tinge, with the Soviet 
armed forces on parade. Moscow 
Radio's description of the show in- 
cluded the remark that "an enor- 
mous jet plane of a size never be- 
more seen flew overhead." 


* 
In the Far East, Communist 


China followed the pattern of her 
Soviet neighbor with a military re 
view. Mao Tze-tung, the country's 
ailing dictator, appeared in the re 
viewing stand in the capital of 
Peiping, m a k i n g one of his rare 
public 
appearances 
in 
recent 


months. 


In British Hong Kong the day 


passed quietly. 


In Tokyo, 400,000 Japanese de 


monstrators streamed through the 
streets of the city, some carrying 
placards calling for an end to 
American hydrogen bomb tests in 
the Pacific. Many shouted their op 
position to Japanese rearmament. 


Despite one brief clash with po- 


lice in front of Prime Minister 
Shigeru Yoshida's Liberal Party 
headquarters, there was little vio 
lence and none of the vicious nt 
tacks that marked the Communist- 
led anti-American May Day melee 
two years ago. 


In Paris the day was chilly, over- 


cast and unusually quiet. The only 
public meeting was a Communist 
rally in the Bois de Vinchenncs. 


Italian workers attended hun- 


dreds of labor union meetings 
throughout the country. The big- 
gest and noisiest was in Rome 
where the Communist-dominated 
Rome Chamber of Labor spon- 
sored a gathering in the Piazza del 
Popolo (People's Square.)

Friday night, killing himself and 
hospitalizing five of the hotel's 90 
occupants.

25 feet high and 15 feet wide ii 
the side of the four-story Tuxedo 
Hotel. 


Eighteen of the hotel's 146 rooms 


were damaged. 


Dearborn police identified the 


dead man as John Sustersic, a fac 
tory woiker and former Cairn 
brook, Pa., coal miner, who lived 
at the nearby Dix Hotel. They said 
he set off the charges. 


Firemen recovered 
Sustcrsic'f 


body buried beneath a mound of 
bricks and broken glass on the 
first floor of the building. 


Police theorized the dynamite 


had been placed on the first and 
second floor landings. The three 
blasts were within a 5-minute pe 
nod.

Agriculture Benson may have to 
raise government price support 
levels for such dairy products as 
butter, cheese and dried milk. 


A department report on prices 


received by farmer* in mid-April 
showed today that dairy farmcis 
wore not getting1 the avciage of 
$3.1-1 for 100 pounds of manufactur- 
ing milk testing 3.05 per cent but 
tor fat promised them under the 
dairy support program. 


Instead, average prices received 


for this type milk, used mainly 
for making butter, cheese, dried 
milk and evaporated milk — was 
$2.93 for milk avei aging 3.78 per- 
cent butter fat. This price was 
equivalent to about $3.05 for milk 
testing ,3.95 per cent butter fat— 
or 9 cents below the support level. 


Benson has stated several times 


that if the prices at which th"e 
government buys butter, cheese 
and dried milk under the support 
piogram fail to reflect S3.J1 for 
manufacturing milk a'nd 56 cents 
a pound -for butterfat to dairymen, 
he will raise the federal buying 
prices of the dairy products ac- 
cordingly. 


The price report showed how- 


ever that dairymen received an 
average of 56.8 cents a pound for 
butterfat or almost 1 cent above 
the support level. 


Dairy state congressmen have 


tried unsuccessfully to get Benson 
to raise dairy support levels ever 
since he announced he was cutting 
pi ice pi ops from 90 per cent of 
parity to 75 per cent, the lowest 
figure allowed under the law. The 
contioversial a c t i o n took effect 
April for the marketing year end- 
ing March 31, 1955. 


Just this week dairy supporters 


in the Senate lost out in two moves 
to attach a higher dairy support 
rider to a wool bill. One proposed 
amendment would have restored 
tho level to the full 90 per cent of 
parity, the other to 85 per cent.

Top Secrecy 


The meeting: today was held in 


strictest secrecy. Molotov had in- 
dicated early this week he was 
ready to deliver Russia's reply to 
super-secret "concrete" proposals 
made by the United States March 
19. 


These talks between the Ameri- 


cans and Russians have been go- 
ing on behind the tightest cloak 
of secrecy since Eisenhower pro- 
posed 
an 
international pool of 


atomic energy raw materials and 
know-how for peaceful uses in his 
address to the U, N. General As- 
sembly last Dec. 8. 


Other Discussions 


There is nothing that would pre- 


vent Dulles and Molotov from go- 
ing over other problems, including 
the currently bogged-down discus- 
sions on Korea and the projected 
talks on Indochina here at Geneva.

schedule before he leaves Monday 
to return to Washington. This in- 
cludes a meeting with Undersecre- 
tary of State Walter Bedell Smith. 
who is arriving today to head the 
U. S mission at Geneva after 
Dulles departs.

first will stop off in Milan. Italy, 
to confer briefly with Prime Min- 
ister Mario Scclba on mutual U. S.-

Thursday that this country will not 
get into a war except through the 
constitutional process, involving a 
declaration of war by Congress. 


"If the President waits for Con- 


dress to give him the {co-ahead on 
sending U. S. troops to Indochina," 
Johnson said, "he will wait for a 
long, long time. There is no senti- 
ment in the Senate for intervention 
in Indochina." 


Sen. Monroney (D-Okla) said in 


a separate interview that "no case 
las been made as yet for the . . . 
use of American troops" in Indo- 
:hina and he added: "There is lit- 
Ic likelihood that Congress would 
jive such authority now." 


Sen. Holland (D-Fla) said he 


vould have to know much more 
'about the immediacy of the situa- 
,ion- in Indochina before I'd con- 
sent to sending our combat troops 
there."

position Sen. Flanders said: 


"We can't, pass off all our dan
